totaling over $200,060 to

will offer job training, job 
placement, and work 
experience through a 
unique concept known as 
the “Con-Joint Family 
Method,” explained Curtis 
A. Brooks, CMACAO 
executive director. 

“The Con-Joint Family 
Method involves the total 
‘family unit as well as the 
individual uth,” Brooks 
said, adding that this 
approach is. significant 
because of the prohibitions 
imposed upon the decision 
making by youths because 
of law, parents, and 
schools. 

Brooks said CMACAO's 
proposal is the first one 
submitted to the 
Comprehensive _Employ- 
ment and Training 
Act (CETA) unit which has 
as its primary interest the 
reduction of outh 
Unemployment and the 
smooth transition of youth 
from school to gainful 
employment. 

CMACAO's plan pro- 
poses to stimulate the 

al economy by reducing 
the high rate of youth 
unemployment, providing 
training and work 
experience for 425 youths 
by September 30, 1977 and 
providing a smoother 
transition of a minimum of 
50 youths into the adult 
labor force. It will also 
enhance and strengthen 
family unit relations of 400 


participating: families, 
develope productive total 
family contributions to the 
total community, and 
reduce the probable 
welfare perpetuation 
syndrome in 180 


participating families, thus. 


producing taxpayers rather 
than tax-supported youths 
and families. ~ 

The CMACAO director 
indicated that a CETA 


funded. program for youth , 


should be serving as a 
strong core unit that would 
be supplemented by other 
funded programs in order 
to expand opportunities for 
employment and services 
to youths in 
metropolitan area. 

The program will provide 
year-round work 
experience for students 
who are currently in high 
school and for youths who 
are out of school. 

In addition, 
CMACAO plan 
eliminate tie current 
separation: of in-school, 
out of school and summer 
employment - categories 
now operative under the 
CET“ program in order to 
aliow for “more 
imaginative and innovative 
approaches" to youth 
unemployment, Brooks 
said.

Moody said the renewed 
pact “encourages people 
not to give up 
Homesteading Opportuni- 
ties and stops the 
Spreading of blight.”

POLICE STORY-PART III: 


CAPT. JACKSON SAYS BLACK MEN SEE COP TEST 
AS CHANCE TO FAIL; WOMEN SEE OPPORTUNITY 


By C.A. BRYCE JR. 


Capt. James G. Jackson 
is 41 years old, a veteran of 
18 years as a Columbus 
police officer; AS 
commander of the patrol 
bureau's “B" Company, he 
is during his tour of duty, 
one of the most powerful 
members of the division 
hierarchy, being the direct 
superior of some 200 
uniformed officers during 
the busiest periods of 
police activity. He is 
presently the highest 
ranking Diack ‘person on 
the police force. 

Interviewed in his office 
at Central Police 
Headquarters last Friday, 
Jackson said, among other 
things, that he feels that 
the al court order 
requiring the police 
division to include 45- 
percent blacks in each 
trainee class is “a 
wonderful thing;” that he 
would not be opposed to 
seeing the police force 
become 50-percent female; 
and that he feels the 
present minority recruit- 
ment. drive is “good, but 
inadequate.” 

Following is an edited 
transcript of that interview: 

: When, how and 
pis did you become a 
police officer? 
SON: | joined the 
olice department in 
February or March of 1958. 
And, | just wanted to be a 
police officer, Always had 
wanted to be a police 
officer. | was 13 ~ at that 
time you had to be 23 
years old to become a 
lice officer. | went on the 
rce just after | got out of 
the service... 

CaP: But why did you 
want to be a cop? 

JACKSON: During the 
era in which | grew up, in 
the ‘forties and “fifties, 
policemen ‘were well- 
respected. They were set 
apart. They were people of 
quality. | had a great deal 
of t and admiration 
for them. | think that was 
generally true of people: in 
the black community at 
that time.

JACKSON: McCann is 
one of the men I'm talking 
about. McCann and Shaw -

too — came to Garfield 
School many times. We 
kids admired them -- even 
the kids who were 
regarded as “troublemak- 
ers". In those days, a 
police officer was someone 
to be admired and 
emulated, not someone to 
be feared and avoided. | 
hope that we can reestab- 
lish that kind of rapport 
with the community.

CaP: Allegations of 
racism within the police 
department are all too 
common. What was the 
climate here when you 
joined the force? 

JACKSON: It was racist, 
as far as I'm concerned. 
There's racism in every 
major institution of our 
society. When | first 
applied, | was turned down 
for reasons which | felt 
were racist. They told me it 
was because | didn't have 
a grip, @that my hands 
weren't strong enough. At 
that time, | was a rather 
powerful man, far stronger 
than the average person, 
but | was turned down. You 
see, they were only taking 
two blacks on at a time in 
those days. And there was 
one who had a relative in 
the department and 
another who was known to 
the chief, which made me 
the low man on the totem 
pole.

Some will: kill if necessary to 
defend their property satisfied that the 
law of the land protects their right to 
perform the role of policeman, jury, judge 
and executioner. Many questions can be 
raised on the point, but our best advice 
and counsel is dont’ rob and don't allow 
yourself to be involved in any criminal 
act if you want to stay alive.

In looking back over the many things we 
did and saw, | think | was most impressed 
with my visit to the industrial complex of 
the Grace, Kennedy. & Co.'s plant in 
Kingston. 

From the company's headquarters on 
Harbour street where they occupy two of- 
fice bulidings, we went to the food pro- 
cessing plant in the new industrial water- 
front lopment. 

On our way, we passed hugh ware- 
houses where produce of many kinds were 
being processed, stored and sold. At the 
food. processing plant, the bright young 
Jamaican manager, gave us a complete 
tour of the operation. 

Here is a big warehouse type building, 
packaging, canning, bottling machinery, 
all attended and operated by Jamacians, 
pening cut many of the hundreds of 
products, produced by this company for 
the Caribbean market. 

In one section, dry package chicken- 
noodle soup was being produced. Another 
production line was turning out canned 
corn.

In another section of the building,’ bot- 
tled syrup was being produced. At the time 
we were there, they were bottling a new 
“Kola Champagne” p. This is a brand 
new product that will be introduced into 
the Jamaician market in time for Christ- 


"mas. 


. The syrup is mixed with water and ice to 
provide a very pleasant drink. The com- 

_ pany produces other ‘flavored syrups for 
the market. 

From this plant with all of its modern 
equipment, we drove some 20 miles to a 
village outside Kingston. Here my eyes 
were to really pop. 

In-a large ripeteerpae f bullding, 
securely guarded behind a wire fence, 
the company’s plant for manufacturing its 
cosmetic line.

Amnesty Issue Revived 

President-elect Carter has indicated that one of his 
first acts of office will bé to issue some form of 
pardon for Vietnam draft resisters as a step toward 
finally burying the searing divisions of that unwanted 
war. 


My experience on President Ford's Presidential 
Clemency Board helped convince me that such a step 
is right and is long overdue. 

Reviewing the cases that came before the Board, | 
found that many of the draft evaders and resisters and 
deserters were not pampered middie class kids 
seeking to evade responsibility but that they fell 
largely into two categories. The first was made up of 
large numbers of young men whose personal 
problems and experiences were such that they should 
not have served at all, while the second group 
consisted of persons whose convictions should have 
enabled them to win conscientious objector status. 

Not enough people took advantage of the Board's 
existence. were distrusting of any official 
group, thinking it was a trap. Others were put off by 
the requirements attached to clemency. Still others 
had a multitude of personal reasons for refusing to 
apply to the Board. 

the Clemency Board really didn't do the job of 
burying the Vietnam divisions. Nor did it begin to 
tackle the big hidden problem of the Vietnam era -- 
the more than 350,000 veterans of the Vietnam era 
who got less than honorable discharges. 

The real losses to individuals holding such 
discharges are enormous. A less than honorable 
discharge means its holder is disqualified from a wide 
range of veterans’ benefits ranging from G.J, Bill 
educational and employment aid to Veterans 
Administration medical care and civil service point 
references. 

Since so many of the less than honorable 
discharges are held by men whorserved for significant 
‘periods of time in the armed forces, and many-who 
saw combat duty, this is a sad situation, But it is made 
worse by the fact that such discharges are often 
administratively imposed, the fruits of personality 
conflicts with, superior officers, minor frictions that 
— be meaningless in civilian life, and — too often - 
racism. 

How else explain that in the Vietnam era blacks 
were twice as likely as whites to receive less than 
honorable discharges? Just as black GI's were more 
likely to find themselves in combat, more likely to bé 
wounded, and more likely to die in action, so too did 
being black place a man in greater jeopardy of being 
separated from the service with the stigma of a less 
than honorable discharge. : 

Recognizing the’ serious injustices of many such 
discharges, the. Army has begun outreach rams 
to’ grant hearings reviewing such discharges, but 
such a piecemeal effort still leaves many untouched.

e Minority students are 
kept out of school as a 
disciplinary measure more 
frequently and for longer 
periods of time than 
nonminority students, 

e The frequency of 
expulsions and _ sus- 
pensions of black, 
Spanish surnamed, Asian 
American and — native 
American-Indian students 
is nearly twice that of white 
students. 

+ @ Why do minority 
‘students experience 
disproportionately high 
numbers of suspensions 
and expulsions? Listed 
here are some possible 
reasons: e 

1) Minority students 
disobey the rules more 
often. 

2) Minority students 
come from. inner-city 
schools where discipline is 


lax. 

3) Instead of trying to get 
used to black students’ 
cultural characteristics 
(talking back, talking 
louder and expressing 
themselves with less 
hesitation), white teachers 
and principals tend to t 
and get rid of the blac 
students (suspension). 

4)Discipline is applied 
inconsistently. Example: 
White teachers allowing 
black students to cut 
classes and roam the halls, 
while compelling white 
students to stay in class.
